Marin County should proceed with development of 
an airport at the present site at Novato and defer pro­ 
posals for a parallel landing strip at Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
That is the essence of a report to Marin County 
supervisors by J. G. Percy, director of aeronautics for 
Ventura County in Southern California. 
Percy was hired on a cost basis by Marin super-1 
visors to make a two-week study of the county’s air­ 
port needs. So far the cost has come to $727. 
He recommends in a five-page report to the board 
that plans for the airport at Novato be expedited. 
(The report was prepared prior 
to the Federal Aviation Authori­ 
ty’s denial of an application for 
federal funds for development 
of the Novato site.) 
Percy also recommends that 
a second airport eventually be 
located on the southwest shore 
of Richardson Bay, adjacent to 
Commodore helicopter property. 
“The proposal related to joint 
usage of Hamilton Air Force 
Base as a major North Bay air­ 
port (should be) held in abey­ 
ance at this time due to cost 
factors and technical considera­ 
tions until Air Force planning 
and utilization factors become 
more firm,” Percy concludes. 


PARALLEL STRIP 
He estimates it would cost 
about 14 million to develop a 
parallel strip at Hamilton, much 
of this going into land acquisi­ 
tion. 
Percy 
further 
recommends 
that “action be initiated at this 
tim e” for a staff to plan and 
coordinate 
his 
recommenda­ 
tions. 
He also recommends creation 
of an airport advisory commit­ 
tee. There already is an airport 
advisory committee but it has 
been inactive for some time. 
Percy f u r t h e r recommends 
that a small “ recreational type" 
airport be developed with mini­ 
mum standards in the vicinity of 
Point Reyes Station to serve the 
Point Reyes National Seashore.

Ballot Cuts Adenaur's Strings 


On Ludwig Erhard Government 
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LONDON—Just a single day's jour- 
ney from Marin can carry you to the 
banks of the River Thames. 
Pan American Airways now has 10 
scheduled flights a week from the Pa­ 
cific Coast via the so-called “polar” 
route direct to London. All except one 
originate at San Francisco, but they 
stop to pick up passengers at Los An­ 
geles or Seattle before the long non­ 
stop hop. 
On a typical trip, you board the 
plane in San Francisco at 10 a.m. and 
make a stop for passengers at Los 
Angeles. Soon after noon you are fi­ 
nally on your way again to London. 
If you are lucky and have good 
weather, you will get a glimpse of the 
Mohave desert as you head northeast. 
Almost before you know it, you are 
over colorful Bryce Canyon National 
Park in Utah. Next you cross high 
above the Rocky Mountains emerging 
over the Great Plains about at Denver. 
Before long the pilot reports passing 
over Duluth and you know you are 
leaving the U.S.A. The scenery now is 
sub arctic tundra. 
By 4 p.m. (Pacific Coast time) dusk 
settles. By 5 p.m. the earth below is 
pitch black but you can still see the 
deep red glow of sunset far to the 
southwest behind. 


PAN AMERICAN’S flight maps for 
passengers indicate that during the 
night you fly by the southern-most tip 
of Hudson Bay, the southern-most tip 
of Greenland, far south of Iceland and 
almost directly over Shannon, Ireland, 
heading southeast to London. 


The so-called “polar” route actu­ 
ally doesn't come within a thousand 
miles of the North Pole. In fact, it 
doesn’t even come close to the Arc­ 
tic Circle. It is a great circle route 
all right, but it is NOT really a polar 
route at all. 


The direct airline distance from Los 
Angeles to London is approximately 
5,500 miles. East-bound Pan Ameri­ 
can flights swing some distance south 
of the shortest route in order to take 
advantage of tailwinds up to 100 miles 
an hour. 
The detour stretches the flight to 
about 5,800 miles, but, as the pilot ex­ 
plains, “we get a 700-mile free ride— 
the wind blows us that far.” The Jet 
Clipper flies through only 5,100 miles 
of air to cover the 5,500 ground miles 
from Los Angeles to London; the air 
itself moves the additional 700 miles 
bearing the plane with it. 
After lunch during daylight and 
dinner after dark, the 
first gray 
streaks of dawn appear and your 
watch tells you it’s only 9:45 Pacific 
Coast time. Moments later you get 
your first glimpse of the London air­ 
port. It’s 5:45 a.m. London time. 
Leaving Los Angeles, the pilot esti­ 
mated 9 hours and 19 minutes flying 
time to London. His prediction turns 
out to be accurate within three min­ 
utes. 


PRESENT DAY 
TRANS ATLAN­ 
TIC jet planes are divided into a small 
compartment forward for the aristoc­ 
racy and a large area aft for peasants. 
The aristocratic section has almost 
as many stewardesses as passengers, 
but the vacant seats outnumber both 
passengers and stewardesses together. 
These are euphemistically called first 
class and economy sections. 
The peasant section isn't exactly a 
pocket of poverty. Prelunch and pre­ 
dinner cocktails are 50 cents. A split 
of French champagne is $1. French 
wine is only 25 cents for a split bottle. 
Premium beer is 25 cents per bottle. 
The peasants get fine meals and cigar­ 
ettes included in the price of their 
fare. The aristocracy gets a higher 
caloric diet and all the liquor the law 
allows included in the fir ! class fare, 
a mere $396.10 more than the “basic 
economy class jet" for a round-trip 
ticket from San Francisco to London. 
No wonder most of the first class 
compartment seats are empty. A per­ 
son would have to have more dollars 
than sense to ride there. 
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W H A T OUR R E A D E R S S AY 


FLYING OVER LONDON inevi­ 
tably brings to mind the dark days of 
the blitz and the buzz-bombs. From the 
air, London is as picturesque as it is 
from the ground. You have to look 
very closely to see any remaining signs 
of war damage. 
The shadow of the blitz still hovers 
over London, nevertheless. 
You cannot go into the subway 
(called “underground” by Londoners) 
without remembering how thousands 
upon 
thousands 
of brave 
Britons 
stayed there night after night defying 
the mighty Luftwaffe's all-out effort 
to crush and demoralize the English­ 
men, 
In the dead of night, when traffic 
noise has subsided, the sound of an 
airplane droning through the darkness 
over London can give you a chili. For 
a fleeting instant you think you can 
understand both the fear and the cour­ 
age of the thousands of civilians who 
endured London's great blitz. 


YOU CAN’T EAT MANY meals in 
London without speculating about the 
development of Britain’s famous Shef­ 
field steel. 
It probably was a case of necessity 
being the mother of invention, as the 
saying goes. 
Surely nowhere on earth can roast 
beef be sliced so thin as in a London 
restaurant. 
It’s a tribute both to British technol­ 
ogy and the dexterity of the c arvers. 
In order to get the beef cut so thin 
they have to have superb cutlery, like 
Sheffield, and superb handling of the 
knife. And they have both in abun­ 
dance. 
Tender and juicy, London roast beef 
is unsurpassed—what you get of it.

BONN—Ludwig Erhard, his 
coalition government comfort­ 
ably returned to power, is now 
released from the shackles and 
shadow of the venerable Kon­ 
rad Adenauer. 
Dr. Erhard, the bouncy eco­ 
nomics professor who did more 
than anyone else to shape Ger­ 
many’s postwar prosperity, be­ 
came Chancellor two years 
ago with the reluctant retire­ 
ment of the aging Adenauer— 
and his disapproval. 
Today Erhard is Chancellor 
in his own right under his own 
steam with the evident ap­ 
proval of the German voters. 


WHEN THE RULING Chris­ 
tian Democrats picked Erhard 
to lead the party two years 
ago, Adenauer let it be pub­ 
licly known that he did not 
think Erhard qualified for the 
job of Chancellor. 
Today the German people 
have rendered their verdict 
that he is qualified and have 
given him a higher vote of con­ 
fidence than they gave Dr. 
Adenauer in the last election— 
a 2 per cent increase in the 
total popular vote and, tenta­ 
tively, four more seats in the 
parliament. Adenauer got 45 
per cent in 1961; Erhard got 
47.5 per cent this week. 
Clinging to power beyond his 
t i m e , 
Adenauer 
probably 
thought no one qualified to suc­ 
ceed him. 
Erhard’s newly won freedom 
from the embarrassing and in­ 
terfering elbowing by Adenau­ 
er is one of the most signifi­ 
cant consequences of the elec­ 
tion. 


HE WILL BE presiding over 
a more united party and, 
therefore, over a more united 
government. 
He will be freer to stand up 
to Gen. de Gaulle 
in 
de 
Gaulle’s two central assaults 
on German policy, the attempt 
to destroy NATO and the at­ 
tempt to turn back the clock 
of the Common Market. 
Erhard is a dedicated sup­ 


porter of free trade in Europe 
and between Europe and the 
other 
Atlantic 
nations. 
He 
wants to see Britain in the 
Common Market. He wants a 
closer economic relationship 
with Scandinavia and the oth­ 
er non-members of the Mar­ 
ket. 
On all of these issue, on 
which France under de Gaulle 
and Germany have differed 
deeply, 
Erhard’s disposition 
has always been to push for 
European integration, to wel­ 
come British membership, and 
to resist de Gaulle’s effort to 
undo nearly everything that 
has been done since the end of 
World War II. 
Erhard is now far freer to 
be himself and to press for his 
objectives without being con­ 
stantly hampered and heckled 
by Adenauer. 
Adenauer’s pro-Gaullist in­ 
fluence is appreciably reduced. 
Erhard’s independence from, 
that influence is substantially 
increased, perhaps completely 
assured. 


THE ELECTION shows Ger­ 
many’s post-war democracy 
continuing to function smooth­ 
ly and with a high degree of 
stability. 
Nearly 87 per cent of the 
eligible voters went to the 
polls. Few U any other coun­ 
tries vote so high a percentage 
of the electo-rate. The Ger­ 
mans are eagerly using their 
democratic rights. 
Splinter parties were repu­ 
diated more decisively than in 
any postwar election, including 
the newly-formed 
semi-Nazi 
National 
Democratic 
Party. 


THE MAJOR opposition par- 
ty—the SPD, the once social­ 
ist and now only mildly re­ 
formist Social Democrats, and 
today more conservative than 
the British Labor party — 
gained s t r e n g t h , but not 
enough. It remains formidable 
and gives Germany a well-bal­ 
anced electorate.

MARS HAI 
China's Minister of Defense 
and one of the men spoken of 
as a possible successor to 
Mao, wrote an article which 
was published in newspapers 
and magazines all over China 
on Sept. 3. It has been trum­ 
peted in the American press 
as a “blueprint for Communist 
conquest.” I have read the 
complete English translation 
and several commentaries on 
it, and it strikes me as being 
more of a pipe dream than a 
blueprint. 
Published for the 20th anni­ 
versary of V-J Day, its theme 
is; We clever Chinese Reds 
under the inspired leadership 
of Mao beat the Japanese in 
World War 11 and by using the 
s a m e strategy Communism 
can conquer the world It is 
typically full of Chinese Red 
bombast, bristling with “ revo­ 
lutionary spirit” which is a 
kind of Marxist positive think­ 
ing ("We will win because the 
truth is on our side” ) and 
about a third of it consist! of 
warmed • over a t t a c k s on 
Khrushchev revisionism. 


From a literary standpoint, 
the a r t i c l e is a weird mish­ 
mash. a nightmare of Mao- 
worship and cliches. It is 
frightening in that it says wars 
are not necessarily had. But 
mainly it is just plain ludicrous. 
Marshal Lin’s major premise 
is a good example of what 1 
mean by ludicrous. He virtual­ 
ly says that the Red Chinese 
won the war against Japan 
single-handedly. He rewrites 
history, leaving out the U. S , 
Britain, the Soviet Union, the 
Chinese Nationalists and cer­ 
tain Red Chinese leaders who 
have since fallen from favor. 
It was Mao’s rag tag forces 
that won the war, using baling 
wire, captured weapons and 
the inspired thoughts of their 
leader. 


MAO'S CLEVER strategy, 
according to Marshal Lin, con­ 
sisted of making the peasantry 
and the rural areas their base 
of operations from which they 
later engulfed the cities. Pro­ 
jecting this thesis, w h i c h 
worked in China, to a global 
strategy, Lin claims that Asia, 
Africa and Latin America are 
analogous to the rural areas of 
the world. The cities are North 
America and Western Europe. 
The theory is to win a peas­ 
antry-based revolution in Asia, 


engulf us. 
But is it a true analogy? The 
rural areas of China were 
where the food was. By captur­ 
ing the countryside, the Reds 
were able to weaken the cities 
by causing food shortages and 
inflation. But Asia, Africa and 
Latin America are largely food 
deficit lands. Many of them, 
including China, are dependent 
on grain grown in the "cities.” 
It ie an empire of the under­ 
nourished. underindustrialized 
overpopulated countries t h a t 
China would like to lead. Con­ 
ditions of distance, of nation­ 
alism, of lack of war-making 
capacity make it seem highly 
unlikely that they could engulf 
us, even if they were all to 
swallow the Peking line, which 
seems likewise improbable. 
This decade the rich nations 
are getting richer and the poor 
n a t i o n s are getting more 
mouths to feed and poorer. If 
Marshal Lin ever permits him­ 
self a free thought, he must 
be aware of this. He doubtless 
would like a global share-the- 
wealth plan. Our country is 
uniquely prosperous and we 
must accept some responsibili­ 
ty for alleviating hunger. But, 
with the other “cities of the 
world,” we can do it on our 
own terms and not be exploited 
by a bunch of indoctrinated 
peasants. 


OH, YES, he accuses the 
Soviet Union of conspiring with 
the U. S. to rule the world. 
In view of the .\lao and Un 
alternative, it might not be a 
bad idea.

United Nations PowerTipsTo East

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UP 
—In diplomatic language the ob­ 
jective was described as “more 
equitable representation.” 
But 
the broad effect of the new 
amendments to the United Na­ 
tions charter will be a further 
power shift from the West to 
the new countries of Africa and 
Asia. 
They mark a major milestone 
In the rising influence of the 
n e w l y independent countries 
and the decline of the role played 
by the original members which 
signed the U.N. charter 20 years 
ago. 


Western diplomats acknowl­ 
edge that their dominance in 
the 114-nation General Assem­ 
bly ended some time ago. Now 
they will no longer be able to 
count on automatic majori­ 
ties in the important Security 
Council, or the Economic and 
Social Council (ECOSOC). 


Here is the situation that wil 
exist after the two key councils 
are enlarged Jan. 1 to expand 
the Security Council from 11 to 
15 members and ECOSOC from 
18 to 27: 
The Asians and Africans now 
hold 61 of the assembly’s 114 
aeats—a clear majority. Gam- 


3ia was admitted this fall, bring­ 
ing the African contingent alone 
up to 36. 
Singapore and the 
Maldive Islands also came up 
for admission and they were ex­ 
acted to join the Asian group. 
In the Security Council, the 
Asians and Africans are guar­ 
anteed five of the 10 elective 
seats under terms of an assem­ 
bly decision. This means that 
they will have the balance of 
power in the council, which is 
the U N. organ primarily re­ 
sponsible for peacekeeping. The 
new amendments provide that 
nine affirmative votes will be 
required for council decisions 
instead of the seven now needed. 


Thus, the Asian and African 
members could join with any 
four members to approve action 
and with any two to block de­ 
cisions. 


The five permanent mem­ 
bers of the Security Council 
will continue to have the big 
power veto, but the power 
shift could effect its use. For 
example, if the Asian and 
African members join the two 
Communist members in oppos­ 
ing a Western resolution, or 
even 
abstain, 
the 
proposal 
would be defeated without a 
Soviet veto. 
On the other 
hand. It becomes more likely 


e t lew5 
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that the Western powers may 
have to rely on the veto in 
some cases where in the past 
they 
had 
enough 
votes 
to 
block decisions without a veto. 


In ECOSOC the Asians and 
Africans will get seven of the 
nine new seats and will hold the 
five they now have. This means 
that after Jan. 1 they will oc­ 
cupy 12 of the council's 27 seats. 
Here too they will have the bal­ 
ance of power. 
The 
amendments were 
the 
first since the U N. charter was 
approved in San Francisco in 
1945. 
They became effective 
Aug. 31 when the United States 
deposited its ratification with 
secretary-general U Thant, but 
the expansion of the two coun­ 
cils will take place at the be­ 
ginning of 1966. 


Neither the West nor the 
Soviet Union was enthusiastic 
about the amendments, hut 
they bowed reluctantly to the 
overwhelming pressure of the 
Asians 
and 
Africans. 
The 
United 
States 
had 
favored 
some expansion, but felt that 
the amendments went too far. 
The Soviet Union had opposed 
all charter amendments. 


When the amendments were 
initiated by the Assembly two 


years ago, the Soviet Union and 
France were among the 11 vot­ 
ing against them. The United 
States and Britain ahstained. 
But the approval of the big pow­ 
ers was necessary for ratifica­ 
tion and in the end they all gave 
their assent. 
Now the scramble for the new 
seats has begun. Among candi­ 
dates for the 10 elective seats on 
the Security Council are Argen­ 
tina. Bulgaria. Denmark. Mauri­ 
tania. New Zealand, Nigeria, 
Somalia. Syria. Mali and Ugan­ 
da. Jordan is now on the coun­ 
cil as a result of a deal to split 
a two-year term with Mali. But 
the deal provided that, if the 
council was expanded, Jordan 
would serve the full term and 
Mali would be elected for a 
term of its own. 


The seat held by Nationalist 
China is not involved. China 
is one of the five permanent 
members, along with the Unit­ 
ed States. Britain, Franee and 
the Soviet Union, and does not 
have to stand for election. 
Further, the Taiwan govern­ 
ment does not figure In the 
tally of Asian and African 
members. It has been exclud­ 
ed 
from 
the 
Asian-African 
group and does not take part 
in any of the group's activities.

er, once the U.S. balance of 
payments is brought into equili­ 
brium, as it probably will be in

Point Reyes, a chunk of granite which juts 


into the Pacific Ocean west of Drake s Bay, is be­ 


lieved to be the foggiest spot on the Pacific Coast 


in North America. The lighthouse at the tip of the 


point was built in 1870, mainly to attempt to pro­ 


tect the coastal lumber schooners which sailed 


among the rocks to load lumber from dogholes 


along the Mendocino Coast. A north wind blows 


most of the time across the ridge. Stratification of 


sedimentary rock, w'hich supports grazing land, 


can be seen on the cliffs above the granite. A part 


of the Point Reyes National Seashore, the light­ 


house continues in operation and as a weather 


station. It is open to the public and may be 


reached by a long road going past Drake s Beach. 


The narrow' road, the final extension of Sir Fran­ 


cis Drake Boulevard, runs down a sharp hiU be­ 


fore reaching the point, Before the National Sea­ 


shore was established, the point and lighthouse 


w as one of the few' places which was not privately 


owned and where the public had access.

Candidate For Saint

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) —A 
Lebanese monk credited with 
miracles which purportedly oc­ 
curred more than 50 years after 
his death is one of two new can­ 
didates named by the Vatican 
for sainthood.

There he lived 
in seclusion until his death.

death curious monks opened 
the tomb and discovered Char- 
bel's body had not decayed. 
The overwhelmed monks and 
villagers began calling Char­ 
bel a saint. 
The body was laid in a wood­ 
en coffin in a corner of the 
Monastery’s private chapel, but 
continually gave out a bloodlike 
liquid and the monks w e r e 
obliged to change its garments 
twice a week. 
Word soon spread throughout 
Lebanon and thousands came to

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Many Devices Induce Sleep But 


Strangest Are Victim's Own 


The theory that a sleep center ex­ 
ists in the brain has many advocates. 
Electrosleep machines sold in Eu­ 
rope, and I understand in this coun­ 
try, are said to stimulate these cen­ 
ters and lead the insomniac into the 
arms of Morpheus. 
The electrical stimulation is mo­ 
notonous and causes either continu­ 
ous tingling or pulsatile sensations 
over the temples or eyeballs. Time 
will tell whether the machine 
is an improvement on the ordi­ 
nary sleeping pill.

MORE RATIONAL gadgets in­ 
clude those that relax emotion­ 
al and muscular tension. The 
old-fashioned hot water bottle 
or heating pad is high on the 
list. Shades and masks to keep 
out the light are more popular 
and sensible. Beyond these we 
get into the dubious or absurd. 
Sleep also can be induced 
by flashing beams of light into 
the eyes. Many devices were in­ 
troduced for this purpose, vary­ 
ing from a miniature lighthouse 
next to the bed to a clockwork- 
driven assortment of little mir­ 
rors reflecting light. There is a 
possibility that many of these 
testimonials came from those 
hypnotized by the process. In 
others, the individual receives 
an electric shock on the leg that 
is synchronized with the light. 
I keep my fingers crossed when 
reading about these devices and 
the claims. The cost is exces­ 
sive considering the small volt­ 
age generated by the machines. 


THERE ARE innumerable rec­ 
ords and tapes that are said to 
lull the insomniac to sleep. Per­ 
haps we should say hypnotize 
rather than lull because some 
repeat “ You are sleeping . . . 
you are sleeping.” Others emit 
soothing sounds such as that of 
the sea and still others use poe­ 
try. 
But the oddest of all sleep- 
inducers are performed by the 
victim prior to going to sleep 
and include special exercises

Voluntarily. Many people in­ 
hale by raising the chest, ex­ 
panding the thorax, and suck­ 
ing in the abdomen. Others pro­ 
trude the abdomen during in­ 
spiration to allow the diaphragm 
to descend. The latter is more 
efficient provided the abdominal 
muscles are pulled in during 
expiration so the diaphragm will 
go up and help force the air out 
of the lungs.

Albumin and other proteins 
in the urine are serious when

The next time you drive 
through picturesque Ross Val­ 
ley, pause at the point where 
Redwood Drive and Brookwood 
meet, and look to the south. 
Try, then, to visualize how 
this same area must have 
looked, centuries ago when its 
only inhabitants were the In­ 
dians. Or when it was the home 
of California pioneer James 
Ross, whose name has been per­ 
petuated by the town. Or still 
later, after the e x t e n s i v e 
grounds had become the pala­ 
tial estate of Edward Bosqui, 
“the father of fine printing in 
California.’* 
For much of the material that 


follows, I am indebted to Laura 
Treat of Mill Valley, grand­ 
daughter of the Edward Bosquis 
who frequently visited h e r 
grandparents at their Ross es­ 
tate. 
MISS TREAT’S father was 
Archibald J. Treat, noted San 
Francisco lawyer who married 
Helen Bosqui. Their home was 
in Sausalito. 
Along with the photographs 
reproduced cm these pages, Miss 
Treat also made available to 
me ter cherished copy of Ed­ 
ward Bosqui’s memoirs, first 
printed in his own plant in 1904 
and later reprinted.

in 18*5 It had been built upon 
the 23-acre site by Janies Russ 
in 1*59, making use of an adobe- 
walled excavation for the story - 
deep basement and the founda­ 
tion. That excavation, accord­ 
ing to Miss Treat, had served as 
a garrison for soldiers during 
the days of the Indian fighting. 
And the foundation had been dug 
into the crest of an Indian 
mound. 


THE 
23 
ACRES 
stretched 
from the Kent holdings on the 
south to what was the old rail­ 
road station, and on east along 
the county road (now Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake Boulevard > to the 
George Butler home that was to 
become tlie first unit of the Col­ 
lege of Marin. 
Tlie Northwestern Pacific had 
tracks on the property. Many 
tall pines enhanced the grounds, 
and poplars lined an avenue that 
led to the house. The avenue 
was bridged across Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek. 
Miss Treat says that it was 
her eldest aunt, l.aura, who 
learned that the Ross estate was 
for sale. She made the discov­ 
ery while visiting her close 
friend 
Abby 
Hopkins, 
whose 
own home stood where Ross 
General Hospital is now located. 


INFORMED BY Laura. Ed­ 
ward Bosqui visited the Ross 


property afrid was so delighted 
with it h? decided to make the 
purchase. 
There was yet another creek 
near the foot of a steep wooded 
hill at tlie rear of the Bosqui 
home. From that hill stemmed 
wonderful springs, and the water 
rights 
were 
shared 
by 
tlie 
Bosquis and the Kents. 
Water in the creek had once 
run a hand-adzed, hand-pegged 
mill tliat James Ross liad used 
as a bam. 


IN ADDITION to the main 
house, 
there 
was 
a 
second 
dwelling built for Mrs. Bosqui s 
widowed mother. 
Other buildings on the prop­ 
erty included a long, low struc­ 
ture for the 1 louse servants, a 
gardener’s cottage on the creek 
bank that looked for all the 
world like it had been copied 
from an illustration for a Hans 
Christian Andersen story, a hot­ 
house, a pigeon house, an aviary 
and a windmill for a deep well. 
Three acres of garden and 
orchard encircled the big house. 
Beyond the orchard and on to 
the boundary of tlie 
liclien- 
covered split rail fence was a 
meadow in which horses and 
cattle grazed. 


MISS TREAT recalls how her 
g r a n d f a t h e r loved to look 
through a tracery of bamboo, 
and therefore 
planted some,

with ferns at the base, near tlie 
ivy-covered house. 
In garden beds, edged with 
mossy, old brick, dainty pansies 
grew. 
Bosqui liked to soften the out­ 
lines of the smaller buildings 
with bark-covered redwood per­ 
golas from which hung his favor­ 
ite grapes. 
In the fall, haying crews came 
to cut and store the oats that 
grew wild in the fields. 


SAYS MISS Treat: “ The Ross 
place was largely self-support­ 
ing. which was fortunate, for 
f r i e n d s who came for days 
stayed for weeks and sometimes 
even years. My grandfather’s 
lavish hand and love of beauty 
created problems 
He thought 
daffodils would be lovely in the 
orchard Ttiey were, but soon 
the orchard was overgrown with 
them. So he had street vendors 
from the* city come and take 
them by the baskets full. The 
same thing happened when he 
planted rows of double violets 
under the apple trees.”

rooms, and still there was some­ 
times an overflow of friends in 
the guest cottage. 
In his memoirs, Bosqui told of 
the fateful Sunday afternoon of 
March 14, 1897: 


. . WHILE reading in the 
southeast room of our house 
in Ross Valley, 1 noticed thin 
wreaths of smoke rising from 
Beneath the veranda. Hastily 
entering the hall, I felt heated 
air in my face and realized the 
house was on fire. Looking to­ 
ward the stairway. 1 saw smoke 
and the light of flames, and I 
shouted to my wife and daugh­ 
ter, Laura, to hasten out of the 
house. Taking in my arms my 
2-year-old granddaughter. Helen 
Spinney, who stood by the side 
of her terrified grandmother, I 
got out onto the roof of the ver­ 
anda. 
“ Smoke 
was 
issuing 
from 
doors and windows. 
Rushing 
back and forth in my helpless­ 
ness and painfully anxious for 
the safety of my wife and daugh­ 
ter, who were tardy in following 
me, 1 determined to re-enter to 
save them or to share their fate. 
Then, to my relief, they ap­ 
peared, coming out erf the win­ 
dow. 
“ We descended to the ground 
by means of a frail trellis, which 
we expected would crash mo­ 
mentarily from our weight. 


“ IN THE meantime the fire 
had enveloped the whole upper 
story, and had our escape been 
delayed a few minutes longer, 
we must certainly have per­ 
ished. As it was, we suffered 
from bruises and my hair and 
eyebrows were singed. 
“ In five minutes the whole 
house was a raging furnace. The 
flames rose to a great height 
and swept through the tall pines, 
destroying e v e r y t h i n g they 
reached. Half dazed, we retreat­ 
ed to our little cottage 200 yards 
away, where we watched sadly 
as the flames devoured our 
household treasures by which 
we had been so happily sur­ 
rounded for many years. 


“ SURVEYING THE ruins sor­ 
rowfully, we were nevertheless 
impressed by U>e narrowness of 
our escape, and a feeling of 
gratitude for our deliverance rec­ 
onciled us to the loss of the 
treasures we had held so dear.” 
The Bosquis built a second 


house on the foundations of the 
first. It, too, had seven bed­ 
rooms. 
Miss Treat says: “ My grand­ 
parents were not content unless 
the house was occupied by their 
children and their grandchil­ 
dren.” She adds that after the 
Bosquis’ daughter Calista mar­ 
ried Charles Spinney, they lived 
much of the time with her par­ 
ents. 


MISS TREAT recalls the “ fun 
trips” to San Rafael where the 
family went by carriage about 
once a week to buy supplies for 
the home. Shopping was a real 
ceremony as the store owner 
would come to the carriage to 
take the order and stood by 
as a clerk slowed the parcels 
carefully in the vehicle. 
Edward Bosqui wqs born in 
Montreal, Canada, on July 23, 
1832, the oldest son in a family 
of seven children. His father, a 
cabinetmaker, was French; his 
mother, also bom in Montreal, 
was of Scotch descent. 
Young Bosqui had a great love 
for the beautiful and delighted 
to watch his father do exquisite 
woodcarving. 
When he was 11 years old, he 
went to work in a bookstore, for 
the family was poor. He ped­ 
dled books from door to door 
and at intervals attended school. 
An avid reader, he feasted on 
the books on the shop shelves. 
He also was interested in geol­ 
ogy and liked to sketch natural 
beauty. 


WHEN NEWS of the discovery 
of gold in northern California 
reached Canada, young Bosqui 
determined to go west. He trav­ 
eled with a friend who had re­ 
ceived some money from a fam­ 
ily estate. They sailed from New 
York on March 26, 185i*, to the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. There 
the friend bought mules, saddles 
and supplies. 
Soon the duo was joined by 
another group, also hound for 
California. 
T h e y 
journe\ed 
across Mexico. Their horses and 
mules stampeded, so that much 
of the jcumey was on foot. At 
night they camped near Mexican 
villages, and if it had not been 
for the kindness of the poor 
peons, who shared their tortillas 
and frijoles with tliem, they 
would have starved. 
Most of the parly was ill with 
m a l a r i a when they finally 
reached Mazatlan. They sailed 


from there aboard a French 
ship, Camilla, to San Francisco. 
Bosqui agreed to work his way 
as a cabin boy. 


THE CAMILLA anchored in 
San Francisco on July 23- 
young Bosqui’s 18th birthday. 
For several days he looked for 
work and at the bank of Palmer, 
Cook 
& 
Co. 
on 
Portsmouth 
Square, was employed as clerk 
and messenger, carrying gold 
dust from various places of busi­ 
ness to the bank. 
The bank was housed in an old 
adobe, and at the north end of 
the building was the law office 
of 11. H. Haight, who afterwards 
became governor of California. 
Bosqui became well acquaint«! 
with him. 
The young bank messenger 
slept on a counter in the bank. 
By December of 1850, young 
Bcsqui had saved enough money 
to go to the mines. He chose 
Mariposa where Cook’s brother, 
George, was in charge of one 
of Col. John C. Fremont’s mines. 


HE WENT TO Stockton on a 
crowded steamer and then tra­ 
veled on foot to Mariposa. But 
the young man soon found his 
strength was not equal to the 
task of shoveling dirt and wash­ 
ing sand, so he sold the few 
ounces of gold he had grubbed 
from the earth and returned to 
San Francisco just after the big 
fire of 1851. 
The bank building had been 
burned and Palmer, Cook & 
Co. had moved into temporary 
quarters. Bosqui resumed his 
duties with the bank but now he 
was in charge of rents from the 
company’s real estate holdings. 


THIS W A S the handsome young Edward Bosqui who 
came to California in 1850, arriving in San Francisco on 
his 18th birthday. He was to leave his imprint stamped 
indelibly upon the history of the area. 


IN THE SPRING of 1852, Bos­ 
qui met John Fremont for the 
first time. Bosqui wrote: "He 
was heavily bearded and looked 
weatherbeaten and bronzed by 
the sun and wind. Fremont was 
at that time in the prime of 
life, dignified yet genial and 
c o u r t e o u s . With a piercing 
bright eye, a fine head and a 
trim commanding figure, lie ful­ 
ly realized my ideal of a hero.” 
On April 4, 1853, the California 
Academy of Sciences was or­ 
ganized, and Edward Bosqui was 
one of the 41 charter members. 
He became well acquainted with 
Prof. George Davidson, who con­ 
ducted many scientific expedi­ 
tions; with James Lick, who 
gave the academy much of his 
fortune, and with Charles F. 


Crocker and Sen. Leland Stan­ 
ford, who generously supported 
the institution. 
He admired Dr. Albert Kel­ 
logg, a naturalist. ‘‘His water- 
color drawings of flowers were 
true to nature.” 


AFTER DR. Kellogg’s death in 
1888 a collection was made of 
his drawings, and their repro­ 
duction was in the charge of 
Edward Bosqui. 
In December of 1853 Bosqui 
left for a visit to his Canadian 
home on the Winfield Scott, 
bound for Mexico. About 300 
passengers were aboard, includ­ 
ing Jose Yves Limantour, a 
French resident of Mexico. Lim­ 
antour had made a claim for 
large portions of California, in­ 
cluding the Tiburon Peninsula, 
four square leagues in San Fran­ 
cisco, the Farallones, Alcatraz 
and Yerba Buena Island. 
The ship was wrecked on Ana- 
capa Island but panic was pre­ 
vented by the orders of Capt. 
Simon Blunt, U.S. Navy, who 
drew his pistol to prevent a mad 
rush to the lifeboats, and by 
quick-thinking from Limantour. 


OF THE LATTER, Bosqui 
said: “ H: was one of the coolest 
and most self-possessed.” 
All aboard were saved and 
cnm{>ed on a beach on the is­ 
land. Bosqui organized a fishing 
group to provide food for the 
stranded. The most astonishing 
part of this episode is thot Bus- 
q;*| made a sketch of the sink­ 
ing Winfield Scott. 
After sever'd weens on »lie is­ 
land, 
the 
shipwreck 
victims 
were picked up by 
another 
steamer and taken to Acapulco. 
Bosqui then crossed the Isthmus 
of Panama on mule-back and 
sailed for New York, arriving in 
a snowstorm. He was ill with 
Panama fever and went to Mon­ 
treal where he saw “ no charms 
in a Canadian winter.” In tvn 
weeks he left for Caliiomia, ac­ 
companied by his brother, Ken­ 
neth. Bosqui then resumed his 
duties with Palmer, Cook & Co. 
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As his responsibilities increased, 
so did his salary. 


HE WROTE that partner Jo­ 
seph Palmer's visit to Washing­ 
ton, D.C., where he was received 
by the President, feted and flat­ 
tered, changed the fortunes of 
the bank. Palmer, Cook & Co. 
became involved in politics. 
The first notable mistake was 
Palmer’s rupture with Senator 
Gwin and support of the candi­ 
dacy of David C. Broderick. La­ 
ter John C. Fremont, a close 
friend of both Palmer and Cook, 
had their backing for his ill- 
fated candidacy for presidency 
of the United States. 
Bosqui made several trips to 
look after the interests of Colo­ 
nel Fremont and Joseph Palmer 
in the Pescadero grant on the 
San Joaquin River. He also took 
charge of Fremont’s Mariposa 
grant. 


A SMALL WAR was develop­ 
ing at Mariposa between a mine 
company and Fremont's men. 
Colonel Fremont insisted he 
would go to the mine. Bosqui 
quoted Mrs. Fremont as saying: 
“ You shall not go there. Your 
life is worth a thousand of such 
lives as those at stake at the 
camp.” 
Bosqui added: “ Mrs Fremont 
was a h i g h l y accomplished 
woman of fine intellect with a 
towering ambition and courage 
equal to her husband's. The ac­ 
quisition of power and k>ve of 
display and leadership were her 
ruling p a s s i o n s and caused 
much of her husband’s trouble 
and disappointment.” 


THE FIR8T public setback el 
the banking firm came after a 
large loan was refused to Jam es 
King of William, publisher of 
the Bulletin, by a junior mem­ 
ber of the firm. A few days later 
the Bulletin published a violent 
attack on Palmer, Cook & Co., 
and made editorial comments 
on the impending insolvency of 
the bank. 
This was followed up day by 
day with similar charges which, 
while untrue and malicious, de­ 
stroyed the bank's credit. 
It 
closed its doors early in 1858. 
For a while after the bank 
closed, Bosqui was in charge of 
its property. He opened an of­ 
fice in the Naglee Building on

Merchant Street in San Fran­ 
cisco. He became the agent for 
E d w a r d Field, Montgomery 
Blair (subsequently a member 
of President Lincoln’s cabinet) 
and Sen. David C. Broderick. 


BOSQUI SAID arrangements 
for the duel between Broderick 
and Terry were discussed in his 
office. He was asked to witness 
the dud, in which Broderick was 
mortally wounded, but refused 
to do so. Because of his knowl­ 
edge of banking and his famil­ 
iarity with land grants in Cali­ 
fornia, Bosqui was frequently 
appointed an a p p r a i s e r and 
sometimes was forced to eject 
squatters. 
A more pleasant interlude be­ 
gan in 1857. In the autumn of 
that year he began his court­ 
ship of Helen Van Allen. 
Her father, a minister, had 
died crossing the plains on his 
way to California. 
Mrs. Van 
Allen remained in the East until 
her daughters were educated, 
then brought them to California. 
Helen, who had a beautiful voice, 
sang in the Episcopal Church, 
to which she belonged, and in 
the Catholic Church in San 
Francisco where Edward Bosqui 
was a member of the congrega­ 
tion.

C. GEORGE LEWIS, a co- 
founder of Shreve and Co., fan­ 
cied himself in the role of Cupid 
when he invited Helen Van Allen 
to a dance and promised he 
would introduce her to “the 
handsomest man in San Fran­ 
cisco" 
He was disappointed 
when he did present Edward 
Bosqui to the pretty young sing­ 
er to learn they had already met. 
The courtship was a long one 
and it was May 4, 1859, when 
the couple exchanged marriage 
vows. Edward Bosqui and his 
wife went to live in a large 
house he had built on a 500-acre 
tract he had bought in the cen­ 
ter of Moraga Valley about 10 
miles from Oakland. 
In the torrential rainfall of 
1860 and 1861, the Bosqui ranch 
was flooded and many of the 
horses and cattle were drowned. 
The Moraga Valley place was 
told after Bosqui was given a 
position at the Custom House in 
San Francisco. He and his fam­ 
ily moved to San Francisco. 


CONSTANT friction among the 
staff at the Custom House dis­ 
gusted the ambitious Bosqui, 
who decided he would go into 
business for himself. He bought 
a half interest in a bookbinding 
firm with 
money 
loaned to 
him by William C. Ralston. 
The partner paid little atten­ 
tion to the business so before 
long Bosqui had to assume the 
entire management. The busi­ 
ness doubled within a year. The 
partnership was dissolved and 
Bosqui bought a bookbindery. 
And in November of 186S estab­ 
lished the business under the 


firm name of Edward Bosqui 
& Co. 
Mrs. Archibald Treat (Helen 
Bosqui) said her father never 
had a partner in the business 
which flourished rapidly. 
Later, letterpress printing was 
done in connection with book­ 
binding. Then in 1876 lithograph­ 
ic engraving and printing was 
added, and this became the 
chief department of the busi­ 
ness. 


EDWARD BOSQUI, with his 
artistic ability, prepared beauti­ 
ful color pictures for printing 
with books. A splendid example 
of this is the illustration for 
“ Grapes 
and 
Grapevines 
of 
California,” which is the frontis­ 
piece for a reprint of the “ Bos­ 
qui Memoirs” by Holmes Book 
Co. of Oakland. 
The Bosqui firm published 
scores of books and pamphlets, 
all exceptional work. Often two 
colors were used in the print­ 
ing. The bookbinding was splen­ 
did. 
The edition of “ Poems by 
Charles Warren Stoddard ’ is an 
exceptionally beautiful work. It 
is bound in a wine red cloth, 
stamped in gold on the side and 
back. 


ONE OF THE best-k n o w n 
lithographs of the Bosqui firm is 
“ View of San Francisco, former­ 
ly Yerba Buena, in 1846 and 
1847.” 
After Mr. and Mrs 
Bosqui 
came to Ross with their chil­ 
dren, Laura E., Edward L.. Hel­ 
en »Mrs. Archibald Treat >. Fran- 
cis L„ Calista (Mrs. Charles 
Spinney), Daniel, Benjamin and 
Caroline (Mrs. Howard Davis), 
the father frequently was away 
for long periods of time, attend­ 


ing to business affairs and ap­ 
praising land. 
Miss Treat remembers espe­ 
cially the wonderful hospitality 
at the Bosqui home. 


BOSQUI ALSO frequently en­ 
tertained friends in the Bohe­ 
mian Club of San Francisco. He 
was a charter member of the 
club, organized in April, 1872. 
While Bosqui was living in 
Ross he went to Southern Cali­ 
fornia as one of the appraisers 
of Capt. John Bradbury’s estate. 
He later examined a 30-league 
grant in Lower California for 
the widow of Col. Henry S. Bur­ 
ton (Dona Amparo Ruiz). As 
Bosqui spoke Spanish as well 
as French fluently, he had many 
friends among the early Cali­ 
fornians of Spanish descent. 


THE END OF his career as 
a distinguished printer came in 
1906 when his business establish­ 
ment in San Francisco was 
destroyed by the earthquake 
and fire. 
The property in Ross was sub­ 
divided into what was known as 
the Bosqui Tract. 
Miss Treat says: “The place 
never seemed the same after 
that—just the house and three 
acres.” In 1908 the Ross prop­ 
erty was sold to Radtke, a San 
Francisco jeweler. The house 
burned the same day it was 
sold. This time, however, the 
fire moved more slowly and 
much of the Bosqui possessions 


were saved. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bosqui returned 
to San Francisco to live. He was 
active in the Bohemian Club 
and cultural groups until a short 
time before his death on Dec. 
8. 1917. 
Radtke built another house on 
the original site. It, too, has 
seven bedrooms. 
Miss Treat says it looks from 
the outside very much like the 
one her grandfather built. The 
exterior is cedar shingles with 
blue rock. 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarence S. 
Burtchaell bought the house in 
September of 1923. 


ALTHOUGH THE tall pines 
which beautified the Bosqui es 
tate are gone, redwoods and firs 
shade the garden 
The interior of the house has 
been remodeled. The billiard 
room has been converted into a 
library. The attic was floored 
for a ballroom and the wood 
paneling of the living room is 
accented with gold imported pa 
per.

Edna MaUoran, under the lead­ 
ership of Mrs. Harry ABen, 
formed the first Belvedere Sun­ 
ny Hills guild, which began its 
G r a p e Festival perticipatien 
with the making of garden 
aprons. As the guild grew, mem­ 
bership increased, so that it be­ 
came necessary to form addi­ 
tional guilds. Belvedere Guild 
No. 3 now carries on the tra­ 
dition of making the Grape Fes­ 
tival apron project. 
“In the early days,*' says Mrs. 
Duncan, “we bought our raffia 
by the pound in San Francisco’s 
Chinatown. Now, the members 
purchase it from the city’s 
wholesale florists." 
Raffia is the fiber of the 
leaves of palms grown in Mada­ 
gascar and Japan. It is bought 
in hanks of five to six - foot 
lengths. 


WHEN THE guild members 
get the raffia from the market 
it is braided. It must then be 
unbraided and straightened. To 
accomplish this, they soak them 
in members’ swimming pools, 
then hang the strands up to dry. 
From the dried fibers the 
women fashion attractive and 
unique dolls which they dress as 
gypsies, 
farmers, 
fishermen, 
cowboys, etc. Some are attired 
in modem shifts. 
Guild member Mrs. Raymund 
J. Milliner recalls that their 
earlier creations were elabor­ 
ately dressed as brides, southern 
belles and hula girls. 


EACH YEAR the guild mem­ 
bers make 25 to 30 raffia dolls, 
to become one of the many sell­ 
out products featured at the 
Grape Festival. 
The 66th annual Grape Festi­ 
val will be held next Saturday, 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m., at the Marin 
Town and Country Club grounds 
in Fairfax.

Ahron Pinczowski dreamed 
from boyhood of coming to the 
United States from Poland, and 
he kept that dream through all 
five 
years 
in 
concentration 
camps. 
After years of waiting for en­ 
try permits he was finally al­ 
lowed to come with his family. 
“We arrived in 1964 and came 
to San Francisco where a cous­ 
in has a grocery business,” 
says Ahron. “My wife, being Is­ 
raeli, found the fog of San Fran­ 
cisco too cold and so we went to 
Los Angeles for some sunshine.” 


HOWEVER, T H E 
climate 
there had far less appeal than 
the fog and the family returned 
to settle in Marin County three 
months ago, purchasing a home 
on Eucalyptus Lane in San Ra­ 
fael. 
“We like the people up here; 
they smile more than those in 
Los 
Angeles, 
with 
everyone 
rushing around,” added Becky, 
his 
attractive, 
aubum-haired 
wife. 
The family includes Benja­ 
min, 16, tall, wiry and hand­ 
some, with dark hair neatly cut; 
Bluma, 14, who prefers to be 
called Florence, the English 
version of her given name; and 
the “baby,” Menachem, Mendie 
for short, a blonde, blue-eyed 
charmer of 4. 


NEW TO MARIN during the 
summer vacation months, the 
children kept busy. Benjie took 
on the job of painting the entire 
exterior and interior of their 
house. He also helped his father 
terrace and plant the difficult 
upslope in the backyard. 
“The people around here call 
us horses,” smiles Ahron, “be­ 
cause they see us always work­ 
ing.” 
“I like to work,” adds Benjie, 
with a philosophy not entirely 
universal among boys his age. 
In the presence of a stranger, 
young Mendie was notably well 
behaved. 


“OF COURSE, WE love every 
bone in his body,” says his 
proud father. “The difference in 
age from Benjamin and Flor­ 


ence help make Mendie their 
special boy. They like taking 
care of him.” 
Now 46, Ahron Pinczowski 
was bom in Krakow, Poland, 
where his father was vice-may­ 
or. “He was a popular man with 
the townspeople. Not political, 
but he was very well liked,” 
Ahron recalls. ‘‘My mother, all 
her life, wanted to come to the 
United States, so she made us 
learn English. She was always 
dreaming of being happy in 
America.” 
After completing high school, 
young Ahron enrolled for a 
three-year course in the college 
for hairdressers. “Because I 
myself am particular about ap­ 
pearances,” he explains, “I en­ 
joy very much making people 
look better and be happier.” 


AHRON WAS 21 when taken 
to the first of several concen­ 
tration camps, in Poland, Ger­ 
many and Austria. 
“I was strong and able to 
work in the fields and munitions 
factories, so 1 am alive. In 
camp 1 never lost hope and 
tried to sing and to make others 
laugh. My family? I lost all my 
family. They were taken out 
with some other people and 1 
never saw them again,” he says. 
When the liberation forces 
freed him May 5, 1945, Ahron 
was a skinny 70 pounds. “We 
kissed them and sang, Hip Hoo­ 
ray, U S A, to the soldiers of the 
65th Division, Company A.” 


A LINGUIST, speaking four 
languages fluently with a com­ 
mand of two more, Ahron was 
able to assist as interpreter aftr 
er release from the hospital. 
“I went to Italy from Austria 
and worked again as hair styl­ 
ist in Rome, Modena, Bari and 
Milan, where I did coiffeurs for 
women only, although I am also 
trained to style for men,” Ahron 
says. 
“In 1947, 1 went to Israel. I 
was an old bachelor of 26,” be 
grins. 


NOT FOR long. His work as 
chief stylist in the largest hotels 
in Tel Aviv and Haifa, with em­ 
ployees under his instruction, 
made him many friends and he 
was introduced to his pretty 
bride-to-be. 
“Instant love,” he says now, 
smiling at his wife, whose face 
suddenly became rosy. “And we 
married three weeks later.”

He Couldn't Turn Loose 
Of Car Restoration Job

“It was,” says Barry Haidy 
in describing his first classic 
automobile restoration project, 
“like grabbing a tiger by the 
tail. I didn’t dare let go. 
“And the more parts I re­ 
moved, 
the more trouble I 
found. So I just had to keep on 
going.” 
That first automobile that 
Hardy restored was a 1954 Mer­ 
cedes-Benz 220 convertible. 


AND THE satisfaction that 
Hardy derived from the com­ 
pleted job was so great that he 
promptly went out and grabbed 
himself a second tiger—or at 
least another spirited member 
of the cat family. This time it 
was a Jaguar XK120M convert­ 
ible, or drophead, that he pur 
chased and restored. 
The results of the two projects 
will be on display tomorrow 
when Mr. and Mrs. Hardy show 
their two automobiles at the 
Peacock Gap Concours d’Ele- 
gance. 
The Mercedes Benz will be 
entered 
in 
competition, 
the 
Jaguar will be shown out of 
competition. 


FOR THE Hardys, tomorrow’s 
big show, from 11 a.m. to 4 
p.m. at the Peacock Gap Coun­ 
try Club. San Rafael, for the 
benefit of the Florence Critten- 
ton Home in San Francisco, 
marks an exciting milestone. 
It marks the first time they 
have displayed either of their 
cars in a show. 
“ It’s a big thrill,” says Anne 
Hardy, who has become as much 
a fine car addict as her husband. 
Hardy, an insurance execu 
tive, says it all began back in 
the spring of 1962 when he went 
automobile hunting in search of 
a small car for his wife. 


“I SAW AN automobile on a 
used car lot for sale,” he says. 
“It was not at all the kind I 
had in mind, but the lines were 
ao appealing that 1 asked by 
wife to see it. She liked K as 
much as I did. And so we bought 
It.” 
Says Hardy: “I knew then that 
the car would require some 
work. But little did I realize the 
extent of that work.” 
To start with, the Hardys 
didn’t like the three-color paint 
job. And the carpeting was in 
had condition. 


“ AFTER BRINGING the car 
home, I removed the carpets, 
and right then, I began to sus­ 
pect that the restoration would 
be more than I had anticipated,” 
Hardy relates. “The floor under 
the carpets was damp and 
msty.” 
Next he began removing arm 
rests, rear jump seats and other 
parts. Each removal revealed 
wooden parts that were rotting 
and deteriorating. 
Hardy says he had not prev 


iously realized the amount of 
wood that had gone into the 
construction of such a car. 
“Under the step plates, the 
wood was crumbling. The door 
frames, also of wood, were rot­ 
ten. The arm rests in the rear 
and the frame of the jump 
seat were wood. The bow around 
the rear of the body of the car 
where the canvas top is attach­ 
ed was also wood and in poor 
condition.” 


IT WAS THEN that Hardy be­ 
gan to feel like the man with

car. So my wife said she would 
re-cover it with new leather.” 
This proved, Mrs. Hardy says, 
an especially demanding chore, 
since all the dials had to be 
loosened, and the tiny chrome 
strips (bolted to the dash with 
bolts about the size of large pin­ 
heads) removed. 


THE OLD leather was then 
ripped away and new cemented 
in its place. 
There was yet one other major 
hurdle—the replacement of the 
convertible top. 
The top is double with pad­ 
ding between for soundproofing, 
and this with the added weight 
of a heavy frame created sev­ 
eral hours of anxiety for the 
hardworking Hardy. ”1 began to 
wonder if I’d ever get it back 
on. as the tolerance of fit is so 
critical where the metal mech­ 
anism bolts to the body of the 
car that perfection is required.” 


FINALLY, however, this, too, 
was accomplished. 
In all, Hardy had devoted vir­ 
tually every weekend and many 
of his after-work evenings to 
the project for a full year. 


But he had discovered that 
what had seemed to be a tedious 
undertaking at the outset had 
developed into a challenge and 
fun. 
Thus, the acquisition of the 
Jaguar and a second restoration 
project. That car was acquired 
in May of 1964. 


“ IT HAD BEEN used in hill- 
climbing competition and was 
pretty 
well 
battered.” 
Hardy 
says. “ But I thought I could fix 
it up, and decided to give it 
another whirl.” 
While the problems involved 
in the Mercedes and the Jaguar 
jobs were somewhat different, 
the amount of work required 
was about the same for each. 
And again, over a period of a 
year, Hardy restored the beauty 
to an automobile. 
The Jaguar is the first model 
of the K120 series to be manu­ 
factured by Jaguar Cars Ltd. 


and represented a complete re­ 
designing of the body and en­ 
gine. This, Hardy says, gave 
him an added interest in his 
second acquisition. 


S T IL L T H E Mercedes - Benz 
which he will be showing in 
competition at tomorrow’s Pea­ 
cock Gap show sponsored by the 
Marin Circle of the Florence 
Crittenton Home remains Har­ 
dy’s favorite. 
“I just like the Mercedes bet­ 
ter. It was my first. And it was 
the finer car to begin with,” he 
says. 


He compares the two to a 
bronco and a gentle riding horse 
— ‘‘the Jaguar is the bronco, 
the Mercedes the gentle riding 
horse.” 


The Hardys have other cars, 
but it is the Mercedes-Benz and 
the Jaguar that occupy the ga­ 
rage at their home at 2 Cushing 
Avenue, San Rafael. 


T H E TWO classic cars are 
used quite frequently for pleas­ 
ure trips and rides. 


Hardy says he would have 
shown the Mercedes-Benz at last 
year’s Peacock Gap concours 
“except that we were in the 
East on vacation at the tim e.” 
Does he plan additional com­ 
petition in the future? " 
“ We'll wait and see how we 
come out at Peacock Gap,” he 
says. 


FOND AS HE is of his two 
classic 
automobiles, 
and 
es­ 
pecially of the Mercedes Benz, 
Hardy admits that he is toying 
with the idea of selling them in 
order to purchase yet a third 
car — one in need of restora­ 
tion. naturally. 
“ I guess I’ve got the bug,” 
he says. ‘‘I’m the happiest when 
I’m out in the garage tinkering 
with one of the cars. And a 
restoration job is the most satis­ 
fying kind of tinkering.” 
Mrs. Hardy smiles. “I can 
understand the enjoyment he 
gets from working on the cars. 
But I'm not so sure that 1 ap­ 
prove of selling our Mercedes.” 


LUCKILY FOR Barry Hardy of San Rafael, when he 
began his automobile restoration hobby, he a l­ 
ready had on hand a considerable quantity of 


tools. But his previous efforts had been limited to 
minor mechanical repairs. He now has to his credit 
two complete restoration jobs on clossic auto­ 
mobiles. 


were made and put in place. 
The interior wood of the doors 
and above the dashboard was 
stripped 
of 
the 
old 
varnish, 
sanded 
smooth 
and 
recoated 
with a clear plastic. 


‘ MANY OF T H E bolts and 
screws were so rusted they had 
to be hacksawed or chiseled 
off,” Hardy recalls. “Then, of 
course, the holes had to be re­ 
bored and rethreaded.” 
Hardy, fortunately, was bless­ 
ed with a certain native gift 
for things mechanical, although 
his work on cars had always 
been limited to minor repairs. 
And he already had on hand 
woodworking equipment. 
“ So,” he says, “after scat­ 
tering car parts all over the 
garage, I started to cut from 
wood 
the 
necessary 
replace­ 
ments. All the panels were cut 
from waterproof plywood and all 
the heavy parts such as door 
frames were carved to fit from 
a piece of kiln dried Philippine 
mahogany.” 


HOURS W E R E spent scraping 
and sanding rust from the m etal 
of the body, floors and fender. 
Next cam e the leather: “The 
leather to replace the seat cov­ 
ering was purchased and dyed 
to match the original color. Not 
having a sewing machine of suf­ 
ficient weight to do the job. we 
had to have this work performed 
in an upholstery shop.” 
Also “ farmed out” was the 
painting of the car. 
The old paint was stripped 
down to shiny m etal, and a 
black lacquer applied. 


“W H EN T H E car was re­ 
turned to our garage from the 
paint shop, the asse mbly of all 
the interior plus lights, bump­ 
er and top began,” Hardy re­ 
lates. 
And he adds with a smile: 
**Then, just when it looked like 
we were about finished, we no­ 
ticed that the dash, also leather 
covered, now looked shabby in 
comparison with the rest of the

a tiger by the tail. 
“Before I was through. I had 
all the seats, front and rear 
side panels off the doors and 
the top completely removed.”

A Season Spent In Travel 
With An American Naturalist

It may be a little early to be 
thinking of Christmas gifts. Nev­ 
ertheless, let us suggest a copy 
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of Edwin Ray Teale’s “ Wander­ 
ing Through Winter” as an ideal 
present for anyone interested in 
the outdoors, and especially for 
the conservationist. 
Those 
who 
have 
enjoyed 
Teale’s earlier “ North With the 
Spring,” “ Journey Into Sum­ 
mer,” and “ Autumn Across Am­ 
erica” will know what to expect. 
Now during the fourth season 
of the year, naturalist Teale and 
his wife travel from the Pacific 
coastline of southern California 
to the Atlantic shores of norther- 
most New England, covering 
20,000 miles in all, and observing 
and recording along the way the 
sights, sounds and smells over­ 
looked by the too-hurried trav­ 
eler. 
What makes this book such a 
special delight are the catholic 
interests of the Teales. Perhaps 
their love for birds predomin­ 
ates. But they have a strong 
affection, too, for animals, for 
plants, for insects and for geo­ 
logy and astronomy. 
Through the Teales you will 
witness the annual sea migra­ 
tion of the great gray whales, 
wonder at the size of giant cacti 
and the toughness of other desert 
plants, witness the poorwill in 
winter hibernation, observe one 
of those once familiar but now 
fast disappearing prairie dog 
villages, tour the town famous 
for its white squirrels, watch 
the rare whooping crane in 
flight, marvel at the soaring 
bald eagle, be initiated into the 
marvels of the catfish family, go 
diamond hunting, collect maple 
sugar, 
harvest 
witch 
hazels, 
study the structure of the snow­ 
flake, scan the skies through a 
private observatory, admire the 
beauty of an ice storm, examine 
fossils, the road runner, the 
smoke tree, deer in their winter 
quarters, salamanders, cat-tails, 
beavers, 
monarch 
butterflies, 
chickadees, mice, grouse, peli­ 
cans, etc. 
Even domestic cats and a 
birdwatching dog claim their 
attention. 
Not only is Teale observant, 
but he is also knowledgeable 
enough to understand when he 
has seen, and articulate enough 
to describe vividly and interpret 
fully. Into his text he crams a 
wealth of fascinating sidelight 
information 
His 
photographs 
are intriguing enough to make 
the reader wish for more. And 
the book as a whole, from the

BIG AND beautiful in the 
traditional already well estab­ 
lished by the Sierra Club for its 
exhibit format series is “ Not 
Man Apart,” a study in photo­ 
graphs of the Big Sur country. 
Synchronized with the photo­ 
graphic work of such camera 
artists as Ansel Adams, Philip 
Hyde. 
Steve 
Crouch. 
Cedric 
Wright, Edward Weston, Wil­ 
liam Garnett and Eliot Porter 
are lines from the poetry of the 
late Robinson Jeffers, so in­ 
timately associated with this 
wild coastline. 
The Sierra Club this time is 
forced to admit that its chances 
of fostering a national seashore 
or park preserve are slim. But 
it feels strongly that there are 
other approaches deserving of 
early action that could protect 
the unspoiled beauty of the area. 
The photos are 92 In number, 
28 of which are in color. And as 
one would expect from past 
Sierra Club ventures, their im­ 
pact is breathtaking. In addition 
to the sensitive verse by Jeffers, 
there is an introduction by con­ 
servationist Margaret Owings, a 
foreword by Loren Eisely, a 
preface by editor David Brower 
and a brief essay too by Jeffers 
in which the late poet said of 
the region he loved so ardently: 
“ . . . Here was contemporary 
life that was also permanent 
life, and not shut from the 
modern world but conscious of 
it and related to it, capable of 
expressing its spirit but unen­ 
cumbered by the mass of poeti­ 
cally irrelevant details and com­ 
plexities that make a civiliza­ 
tion ” 
Even those who cannot under-

stand the fullest meaning of 
those words will have no diffi­ 
culty comprehending the photos 
that follow. They offer a mes­ 
sage on behalf of wilderness 
conservation that is as clear 
and urgent as it is eloquent. 


S I R 
WINSTON 
Churchill’s 
“ History of the English-Speaking 
Peoples” stands as one of the 
great works of scholarship of 
this century. 
It must have been, then, with 
considerable 
trepidation 
that 
American historian Henry Steele 
Commager undertook the task 
of arranging the original four 
volumes into a single volume. 
Steele faced the challenge not 
only of making his selections so 
as not to interfere with the flow 
of the story, but also of preserv­ 
ing the distinctive eloquence of 
the narrator. 
The massive, original history 
will, of course, remain the book 
for professional historians and 
other more serious students. But 


Commanger m ay well have 
opened a door for those without 
the time and patience—and per­ 
haps the need—to absorb all of 
the vast detail from Churchill’s 
immense research to familiarize 
themselves with at least the 
principal points in one of man­ 
kind’s most vital stories. 
Certainly the grand command 
of language that marked both 
the speaking and the writing 
Churchill remains to be savored, 
for Commager has avoided any 
rewriting. 
And in making his selections 
of material, Commanger has 
aimed his content especially at 
Americans, 
giving proportion­ 
ately m o r e space to those 
events most directly effecting 
the development of our country. 
A frontispiece portrait of Sir 
Winston by Karsh, some superb 
illustrations, maps and genea­ 
logical tables add to the impres­ 
siveness of what seems a worth-

conducted 
project. 
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I HIDE, WE SEEK by RkHard 
Martin Stom, Scribaor's, 252 
pages, $4.50.

With his newest novel, MI 
Hide, We Seek,” Richard Mar­ 
tin Stern develops as sort of an 
American John Le Carre. 
He writes a tight, tense, real­ 
istic story in the Le Carre pat­ 
tern with just a bit of the cryp­ 
tic touch that also distinguishes 
yet another Briton, Len Deigh- 
ton, from his fellow writers. 
“ I Hide, We Seek” is set prin­ 
cipally in Scotland. American 
scientist John Ross is embit­ 
tered by the treatment he has 
been accorded in his homeland 
and may be on the verge of 
yielding to Communist tempta­ 
tions to defect. 
The other principal charac­ 
ters are Alan Bennett, the U.S.

Stern keeps his story believ­ 


able, avoiding exaggeration and 
unnecessary 
dramatics, 
a n d 
even the final climactic scenes 
in the ruins of a Scottish castle 
ring true. 
It is one of the better bids 
from the U.S. to break the Brit­ 
ish hold on the spy novel field. 


The Route Today 


THE LEW IS A N D CLARK

Such a devil, that Lance Ten­ 
nis! Just as witty, sophisticated 
and daring as he is unprinci­ 
pled, cunning and rapacious!

It is difficult to imagine 
what would make him palatable 
at this point—talk about over­ 
exposure — but certainly Lau­ 
rence Snelling offers no clue. 
For those who care, and some 
high 
school 
sophomores 
just 
may find portions of the book 
faintly amusing, Lance dumps 
his dull wife and job as teach­ 
ing assistant at a large univer­ 
sity for beatnik life in New Or­ 
leans. There he shafts all com­ 
ers: Foiling his pursuers, pass­ 
ing off Ezra Pound’s poetry as 
his own, persuading a beautiful 
moron to keep him. 
His 
wickedness

bounds, it seems, but the sin 
that’s unforgivable is the un­ 
blinking tedium he inflicts. 
But one must remember this 
is a first novel and Snelling does 
show a certain virtuosity in 
keeping Lances’ immoral action, 
predictable as it is, going at a 
commendable clip.

With these words Sam Waag- 
enaar. a Hollander now living in 
Home, opens the introduction to 
his “ Mata Hari.” 
Waagonaar first became in­ 
terested in the story of the ex­ 
otic dancer, who was executed 
by the French as a spy in World 
War I, when he was engageai to 
do some research for a movie on 


her life in 1931. He found reason 
to doubt many of the tales that 
had been accepted as fact. 
Subsequently, deepening his 
search. Waagenaar came to the 
conclusion that Margaretha Gee- 
truida Zelle Macl^eod. the wo­ 
man who danced under the name 
of Mata Hari, was not a spy for 
the Germans at all. Her execu­ 
tion, he contends, was the result 
of a spiteful vendetta by Captain 
I,adoux of the French Intelli­ 
gence Bureau. 
Waagenaar 
has 
assembled 
quite a thorough dossier on Mata 
Hari, following her from bed to 
bed. as it were, across much of 
Europe The case he makes for 
her innocence, however, seems 
scarcely more convincing than 
that which Captain Bouchardon 
made for her guilt and presented 
to the military court that sen­ 
tenced her to death.

A bureau drawer that sticks 
can be fixed by anyone— if im­ 
patient, forceful tugging and 
shoving 
haven’t 
rendered 
it 
completely useless. 


The sticking usually is caused 
by one of two things: Either 
the wood has absorbed too much 
moisture from the air, or one 
or more parts of the drawer 
have come loose. 


VERY OFTEN nothing more 
is required to make a drawer 
operate smoothly than rubbing 
the sliding parts with paraffin 
or one of the lubricants espe­ 
cially made for use on wood. 
This treatment should be re­ 
peated about once a year or 
whenever 
the 
drawer 
shows 
signs of becoming balky again. 


If the drawer appears to be 
in good condition, yet the rub-

eliminate 
the 
sticking, try sandpapering the 
sliding parts. While planing is 
often recommended, this should 
be done only as a last resort be­ 
cause of the danger of taking 
off too much wood. In either 
case, seal the newly exposed 
wood pores with a coat of shel­ 
lac. 


While you’re at it, you might 
as well shellac all inside sur­ 
faces of the drawers. 


WHEN PART OF a drawer 
has come loose, it should be re­ 
paired in the same way as it 
was originally constructed. That 
is, use the same type of fasten­ 
ing: Glue where glue had been 
used; brads where brads had 
been used. Be certain to scrape 
off any traces of the old ad­ 
hesive before applying the new. 


And, after removing any loose 
brads, don’t use the same holes 
to renail. 
The exception to this is when 
you have enough knowledge of 
carpentry to make what you 
think will be a change for the 
better. 
In using glue, make sure it’s 
one of the strong wood adhe­ 
sives and not one of the types 
generally used for paper, card­ 
board and other light materials. 


SOMETIMES A sticking draw­ 
er will open a little, but not all 
the way. A lighted electric bulb 
placed in the opening will shrink 
the wood and permit the draw­ 
er to be opened, but this must 
be done very carefully so that 
the bulb doesn’t touch anything 
that will ignite.

When a drawer will not open 
even the tiniest bit—and when 
removing adjacent drawers is 
of no help in prying it loose— 
you have no choice but to re­ 
move the back of the bureau 
or cabinet. 
The back usually is attached 
with small nails or screws so 
that it can be taken off and re­ 
placed without damaging the 
rest of the bureau.

A CHECKLIST FOR 
GARDENERS OF MARIN 


Here is the Marin gardener’s 
checklist for the coming week: 
►^Set out calendulas (pot mari­ 
golds) from flats for winter 
bloom. The Pacific Beauty 
strain 
produces 
fine 
clear 
shades of yellow and orange 
double blooms for cutting and 
garden show. Give them good 
drainage, 
ordinary 
garden 
soil. Snapdragons, violas, pan­ 
sies and stock should all go in 
without delay if you want 
them to bloom before spring. 
►"Continue watering lawns heav­ 
ily but at infrequent intervals. 
If Bermuda Grass is your 
problem, this is the time to 
get rid of it with materials 
available 
at your nursery. 
Continue with regular feedings 
for a bright green color that 
will last well into winter. 
►"Remove faded blooms from 
roses at least once a week and 
continue regular watering and 
feeding programs. 
►"This is the time to start set­ 
ting out native shrubs, trees 
and groundcovers, so see your 


nurseryman for the best vari­ 
eties of ceanothus, fremontia, 
toyons and other fine Califor­ 
nia plants. Most of them are 
sun-loving, drought resistant 
and need little care. 
►"When buying daffodil bulbs, 
don’t overlook the small ones 
such as Hoop Petticoat and 
February Gold for close-up 
spring pictures. 
►^It’s leaf-falling time, and the 
wise homeowner keeps the 
dead leaves regularly raked 
so as not to smother his grass. 


It's Perennial 
Planting Time 
In Marin Again 


Now is the best time of the 
year to plant perennials, ac­ 
cording to the California Assn. 
of Nurserymen. 
Especially true If you need 
them in quantity, because many 
varieties are available now in 
flats. Blooms next spring and 
summer are assured when you 
plant now. 


TAKE THE perennial English 
primroses for example: 
Most nurseries have them now 
in mixed colors of the latest 
large-flowered hybrids. You can 
set out a whole flat of 50 to 
100 plants at very small cost. 
Next spring they will be avail­ 
able only as field grown clumps 
or in pot—at an increased cost.

ground cover subjects and are 
available now in flats or small 
bands. If your taste runs to 
yellow or orange, you might 
wish to cover a lot of ground 
with the sturdy gazanias. 


CLUMPS OF chrysanthemums 
are tops for fall color. See them 
now in the nursery, blooming 
in pots and one gallon contain­ 
ers. Several types are available, 
from the small pompons to the 
large exhibition varieties, and 
usualily in the favorite autumn 
colors, reds, bronzes, and yel­ 
lows. 
By choosing chrysanthemum 
varieties carefully, you can have 
a succession of bloom from now 
until winter, and since they are 
perennials, they will put on the 
same show next year. 
Give your 'mums a good sun­ 
ny location with rich, well dug 
soil and water the plants deeply 
and regularly.
